The first and most important duty 
of a city council is to protect the lives 
and property of the citizens, by main- 
taining a police force that is both ef- 
ficient and sufficient to the needs of 


the time and place. Conditions have

The aldermen must 
know by this time what has to be done 
to put the police again in control of the 
situation, suppress the outbreak of 
criminality, and give the citizens the 
protection they have a right to expect 
and are demanding. 

The fact that the council of the pre- 
sent year is within a few days of, the 
end of its term has nothing to do with 
the matter. ‘The condition has arison 
during the life-time of the present 
council, and that body should take the 
steps to end it. The people of the city 
are entitled to protection now, not a 
few weeks hence; and the aldermen who 
are standing for re-election will suffer 
nothing in popular esteem nor political 
prospects if they even curtail their cam- 
paign activities in order to concentrate 
attention and effort on checking the 
“crime wave”, 

SUPPORT THE BYLAWS 

It is better to pay men wages than 
to give them doles, in cash or kind, 
Better for the men concerned, for those 
who supply the money, and for the com- 
munity. 

The acceptance of handouts is de- 
moralizing. It undermines self-depend- 
ence and self-respect, The giving of re- 
lief is an act of humanity, altogether 
creditable; but it is an expenditure 
from which there is no return to eith- 
er the giver or the community. 

Conditions being as they are, the 
taxpayers of Edmonton will have to 
either help provide work for idle men 
or provide relief for them and their de- 
pendents. In measure they will have 
to do both. But the amount of relief 
they will have to give will depend to 
quite an extent upon the amount of 
work they supply. 

If the money bylaws are approved 
by the burgesses on Wednesday of next 
week, useful work will thus be provided 
for some hundreds of men during a good 
part of the coming year. The money 
thus spent will not be dissipated. It 
will be invested in necessary and per- 
manent improvements, which in the or- 
dinary course of things would have to 
had undertaken without much longer de- 
ay. ‘ 

If the bylaws were not approved, the 
necessary effects would be a corres- 
ponding scarcity of employment next 
summer, a corresponding increase in 
the number of men without work, and 
a correspondingly increased demand 
upon the city treasury and upon chari- 
table organizations for the paying out 
of money for which no return would be 
received, 

The choice before the taxpayers is 
not the choice of spending money or 
not spending. Rather the choice is that 
of spending the proposed sums in mak- 
ing desirable and permanent public im- 
provements, or of handing out a consid- 
erable part of the amount in relief and 
getting nothing to show for the outlay. 
It is better to invest money than to 
give it away when the same end can be 
attained. 


FRANCE AND ITALY 


France, it is said, is willing to agree 
with Italy to maintain fleets of equal 
strength in the Mediterranean, provided 
France is allowed to maintain whatever

have agreed to reduce their fleets, 
France and Italy are building larger 
ones, and have not been able to agree 
even as to how much building they shall 
do or which shall build the most. If 
the possession of armament in_ itself 
guaranteed peace, France and Italy are 
fully insured against war. 

But the fact not to be overlooked is 
that France and Italy are not thinking 
of war because they have strong fleets. 
They are building stronger fleets be- 
cause they are thinking about the possi- 
bility of war. Increasing armament is 
not in their case the cause of war talk 
and war feeling, but the effect of it. 
That point is worth¢ of note at a time 
when men who should know better 
speak as though armament caused war 
and the lack of it assuyed peace. 

Whether France and Italy are to 
fight will depend, not upon their fleets, 
but upon what is in the minds of their 
peoples. Their competitive construc- 
tion of weapons shows that the will to 
peace is not dominant there. Where 
that will is lacking, nothing else can 
guarantee against war. The bloodiest

*Roast Beef: Select a roast with 
as little fat as possible, wipe with 
a clean, damp cloth, and place skin 
side down in a pan rubbed with a 
little vegetable oil, Never add wa- 
ter. Sear for ten minutes in a very 
hot ocen, 500 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and then reduce the heat to 350 
degrees Fahrenheit for the remain- 
der of the cooking time, which varies 
with different meats. Beef is cook- 
ed 30 minutes for each pound, mut- 
ton 20 minutes, and pork 30 min- 
utes per pound. Baste every 10 min- 
utes with its own juice. When about 
half done turn it, that the skin may 
be uppermost for ‘fine browning. 
Carrots or parsnips may be placed 
around the meat about 20 minutes 
before removing from oven, and 
served on the platter with the foast. 

Note: The term baking is gener- 
ally used for meats that are cook- 
ed until almost tender by steaming 
or boiling and then browned in the 
oven, as baked ham.

Sinus Trouble 


Question: J. K. H. writes: “Four 
years ago I was operated on for 
frontal sinus trouble. All went well 
till this past month, since when the 
incision in nose and part of eye- 
brow has been breaking open about 
every week with a discharge of pus 
and blood serum, What causes this, 
and how can it be stopped?” 

Answer: Operations for sinus and 
antrum trouble are usually disap- 
pointing, as one operation follows 
the other in an attempt to get rid 
of the pus condition which can be 
cured only through cleaning up 
the blood stream. A ten days’ fast 
should clear up your trouble, and if 
you then live on a suitable diet it 
should not return.

When we get around to making 
such human balance sheets, we shall 
find that an accurate interpretation 
of the economic and social meaning 
and value of our wage scales is as 
complicated a matter as any of our 
financial operations. 

We shall have to prosecute more 
research like that behind Paul H. 
Douglas’ Real Wages in the United 
States, 1890-1926 

Here are some of the facts that 
emerge from this important pioneer- 
ing research: 

(1) The average hourly earnings 
of 14,000.000 American workers were 
125 per cent. higher in 1926 than in 
1890, 

(2) The earnings of the American 
worker in 1926 would not, however, 
buy 125 per cent, more than his 
earnings in 1890; they would buy 
only 38 per cent. more than in 1890, 
because of the shrinkage in the 

purchasing power of the dollar. 

(3) The American workers now 
work 15 per cent, less hours per 
week than they worked in the nine 
ties; and this means that the real 
increase in earning scale has been 
only about 20 or 25 pér cent. 

(4) And something approaching 
seven to ten per cen’, of average un- 
employment has ex¥ ed in manufac- 
turing, building, and mining com- 
bined as a sample of the U. 8, dur- 
ing the period from 1890 to 1926. 
This fact cuts further into the real 
wage increase, 

When we really face the problem 
of increasing the purchasing power 
of the consuming. millions as in- 
surance against economic depression 
and to lift our standards of living, 
we shall have to dig deeper than the 
surface figures of our wage scales.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 7.-Wet 
claims of five senate ‘and 70 house 
election gains for repen! of the 18th 
Amendment were disputed today by 
prohibitionists in and out of Congress, 
who contended the dry cause had not 
been damaged by the sweeping Demo- 
cratic victories 

One wet organization—the Federal 
Dispensary Tax-Reduction League— 
replied that all but 16 of 160 candi- 
dates receiving its support had won 
in Tuesday's voting. 

While conceding that the elections 
revealed a lack of efficient organiza- 
tion among the drys in many sections, 
the Methodist Board of ‘Temperance 
Prohibition and Public Morals, held 
the results were “Democratic rather 


than wet.” 
The Anti-Saloon League took the | 
view that the dry cause had 


“weathered the Democratic landsilde | 
and the unprecedented wet campaign 
in a remarkable way.” 

“A very significant fact,” it added, 
was that “no former dry who wabbied | 
or betrayed primary declarations was 
elected.” 

The re-elected Senator Sheppard, 
co-author of the 18th amendment, | 
said the election indicated the peopie 
br od swinging back to the Democratic 

and prohibition would be same 
sy ah 4 ne new congress taking office in 
December, 1931. 

Chairman Fess of the Republican 
National committee, said it was 
“obvious that prohibition cut both 
Ways across the party lines, but while 
forming a controlling factor in some 
instances it developed no nationai 
trend.”

LONDON, Nov. 7-—The unusual) 
private life in Lagos, West Africa, of 
an Irishman who recently died there | 
leaving a fortune of over 3 million 
dollars is disclosed in his will which 
has reached London for proof by the 
government department at Somerset 


House, 
He had, according to the Daily 
Mail, sixteen wives, all negresses, and 


fifty children, all of whom are to re- 
ceive handsome legacies. 

His name is given as “Mr. Doher- 
ty.” and it is said he gave each wife 
a house of her own in Lagos, where 
the industrious, successful Irishman 
spent most of his iife. In the extra- 
ordinary document now being exam- 
ined, every child is named, the ma- 
jority unpronounceable and some run- 
ning to fifteen letters. 

So far as officials can see, there 
ls no flaw in the document and if

According to the newspapers, a socially and financially important hus- 
band and wife are indulging in a trial separation in order to determine whe- 
ther they really want to divorcee each other or not, 

Fine idea, Would that all couples who 
have got that tired feeling toward those to 
whom they are married and who are suf- 
fering from attacks of affinitis or incompati- 
bility of temper or what have you, would 
try to see what space and distance would do 
for them before they broke up their homes 
and half-orphaned their children 


Believe me, it would save many a 
futile and bitter regret and a lot of 
alimony. For it would give yokemates 
a chance to slip their collars long 
one for the galled places to heal, It 
would let the fighting husbands and 
wives get far enough oe AY. their 
grievances to get a perspec on them, 
so that they could see that they had 
been making mountains out of mole- 
hills, And, above all, it would enable 
them to determine whether in ex- 
changing their old troubles for new 
be ood ag making such a good bargain 
after all. 


To the unhappily married, divorce \Y 
seems an Elysium, with never a cloud to 
mar its sunshine, with not even a crumpled rose leaf under its 40 mattresses 
of ease. The man who drew a nagging and fretful wife in the matrimonial 
lottery; the man who is united to a jealous woman who raises ructions if he 
so much as looks at enother petticoat; the man who has got a jailer for a 
wife, fecls that if only he could get rid of her and be free to come and 
as he pleases without having to furnish an alibi for every minute that he 
pep Reyne from home, he would be perfectly happy and ask no other boon 
of heaven, 


The woman who is married to a chy and sullen man; the wo- 
man who is married to a tightwad; the woman who has a philanderer 
for a husband thinks that if she didn’t have to look another time at 
Gloomy Gus, or listen to him knocking everything that she does and 
leaves undone, of if she didn't have to lie awake at night wondering 
about the blonde flapper with whom he was joyriding or making whoo- 
pee in some night club, she would be perfectly blissful and have not a 
care nor a worry in the world, 


So the disgruntled husband and wife rush to the divorce court as to a 
miracle shrine, in the full belief that a decree absolute carries with it some 
sort of supernatural power that blots out the past, that removes every grief 
and anxiety and confers peace and contentment upon those upon whom it 
has been bestowed, ’ 


But, alas, this is not the case. Divorce is one of the many things 
that are more alluring from the outside than from the inside. It can- 
not undo what has been done. It cannot banish memories. It cannot 
annihilate the children that have been born of marriage. It cannot 
heal broken hearts. It eannot restore their youth and optimism to a 
disillusioned middle-aged man or woman and make them a gay and 
carefree boy and girl again, 


If marriage is a disappointment to many men and women, divorce is an 
even greater disappointment to most of those who believe it @ panacea for a 
marriage that has failed to come up to their fdeal, Hence the wisdom of a 
temporary separation that enables a mismated couple to find out what di- 
vorce would mean to them and whether their domestic troubles really re- 
quired a major surgical operation, or would yield to just @ little local ap- 


plication, 


The thing that causes more divorce than all other things combined 
is just that husbands and wives get fed up on each other, They have 
got overdoses of each other's society. They bore each other to tears and 
that is why they begin stepping out with other women and men. It ts 
because they have become the 30 quails in 30 days to each other that 
makes them lose their taste for each other and start on a search for 
soulmates. It is because they have nothing mew and pleasant to talk 
about that makes them quarrel to infuse a little pep into the conversation. 

‘They live so close to each other that they can only see each other's im- 
perfections. ‘The man can only see how fat and old his wife has grown. ‘The 
wife can only see how bay-windowed and bald her husband has got And so
